Q. How can a person tell when a pipe 


is really imported briar? I have seen 


| cheap pipes with the words “Imported 


Briar” stamped on them, but I question 
this —S K.. Falls Church. Va 


A Unless one is an expert at distin- 
guishing the various kinds of woods, 
there is no sure way of telling when a 
pipe is made of the wood as stamped 
upon it. The best way is to buy the pipe 
of a reputable dealer He will not mis- 
lead you if he is genuinely: reliable 

Another way is to look for the manu- 
facturer’s name on the pipe. If the pipe 
was made by a well known and reput- 
able manufacturer, it is safe to assume 
that the pipe is made of the material 
claimed 

Many pipes have no manufacturer's 
or trade name stamped upon them, set 
claim to be made of genuine briar. I am 
always a bit skeptical of such pipes, for 
with the scarcity of real briar these days, 
it is doubtful if any manufacturer will 
put out a genuine briar pipe without 
stamping his name upon it. 

One exception to this is a ‘second’ 
which is made of genuine briar but has 
some small defect—not enough to hurt 
its smoking qualities, perhaps, but 
enough to prevent any worthy manu- 
facturer from stamping his name upon 
it, This might be genuine, but in all 
cases it is best to let a reputable dealer 
or pipe expert advise you

of Algerian briar in 1852, experimenta- 
tion almost ceased, for this wood seemed 
to possess all the qualities most desired 
in a pipe. It was cool smoking, not easily 
broken, inexpensive, easily transported, 
and sweet tasting. And so quickly and 
so thoroughly did smokers everywhere 
take to briar that to this day it stands 
as the favorite of the majority of pipe 
smokers 

The success of briar has discouraged 
further discovery of a better material, 
although new: pipes of various substances 
are occasionally introduced Metal pipes 
have continued to be made during the 
past century, but their popularity has 
never been very great. Either the pipes 


have smoked too hot, or have been too 
bulky to carry about on the person 

To overcome these two objections has 
been the ambition of pipe manufacturers 
everywhere, and until 1938 such at- 
tempts have been. short lived and met 
with little success 

But in 1938 two new pipes were in- 
troduced—both by independent inventors 
—both employing a metal shank, One 
employing a briar bowl, was invented by 
Professor F. K. Kirsten of the School 
of Aeronautical Engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Washington, and the other 
employing a metal bowl, was the crea- 
tion of George T Ash, of Washington, 
De: 


KIRSTEN 

Professor Kirsten. an internationally 
known scientist, was instructed by his 
physician a few years ago to give up 
smoking, but being an ardent pipe lover 
he couldn't imagine going through life 
without his pipe. He had his own ideas 
about pipes, and so he set about creating 
a pipe which would overcome: his phy- 
sician’s objections 

He experimented in his basement 
hobby shop, making pipes for friends 
Soon his pipes became so sought after 
that he realized he would have to either 
give up teaching and make pipes or 
else place the manufacturing of pipes 
in the hands of others 

In 1938 the Kirsten Pipe Company 
was formed in Seattle for the purpose 
of making the metal stemmed pipe which 
the engineering professor had already 
made famous, and at the end of the 
first year his creation was outselling all 
other pipes in its own price class 

The Kirsten Pipe consists of a genuine 
briar bow! which is fastened to the dur- 
alumin shank by a hollow screw which

It Was the People vs. the King as the Indian Custom 
Was Given its Day in Court. The Outcome Was Never in 
Doubt Since the King Himself Objected so Strenuously

places to private sanctums. True, it ban- 
ished importation of the “weed,” but 
tobacco growing in England grew by 
leaps and bounds, and smoking reached 
a new high among all classes 

Eversone with any degree of authorits 
tried, mostly in vain, to prove that the 
use of tobacco was actually beneficial 
This was usually done with extreme 
caution since any defense of tobacco 
was strictly against the decree of the 
King 

First of the claims was one that to- 
bacco smoke, since it was warm and dry, 
was beneficial to the cold and moist 
element in the human body. Many per- 
sons suddenly considered themselves an 
authority and began preaching the ad- 
vantages of the plant Tobacco was 
soon considered a cure for the gout 
rheumatism, and practically any ache 
ov pain Doctors who preferred to keep 
on the good side of the King dared not 
make any such prediction. but others 
who wished to defend the plant in hopes 
of having its prohibition repealed were 
more daring in their statements that the 
smoking of tobacco was a cure-all for 
anything. 


ING JAMES considered himself 

a fully educated and intelligent 
man, being especially well schooled in 
philosophy, science and the arts. Earls 
in August 1605, he notified the Vice- 
Chancellor of Oxford University that 
he would like to attend some debates at 


the school with the possibilirs that he 
might take part in the discussions him- 
self He was especially interested, he 
said, in the use of tobacco und whether 
or not it was harmful to the human 
body Would the Vice-Chancellor there- 
fore arrange a special debate upon this 
subject, with the best brains of the land 
presenting the arguments? 

Such a request from the King could 
not be refused and the debate was ar- 
ranged Numerous doctors and professors 
were assigned to the job of presenti 
the discussion before the King and his 
court 

On the 27th day of August in the 
sear 1605 the King the Queen and the 
Prince of Wales arrived in Oxtord The 
first two days were spent in discussing 
minor issues, but on the third day  to- 
bacco had its das in court 
How anvone could expect any argue 
ments in favor of tobacco when the 
King was so violently opposed to it is 
a mystery, for ir would seem that no 
earned man would dare risk the wrath 
of the King and state that tobacco was 
eneticial. 

The trial got under way, and as was 

to be expected the first professors and 
doctors pointed out what a vile and 
vicious thing the “weed” was. Doctors 
Ashworth, Gwin, Gifford and Ail- 
worth joined with physicians of the 
King’s court to denounce the use of 
tobacco—much to the delight of the

S WAS probabls observed in 
last month's article on the lathe 
operations not all of the pipe 


bowl can be turned on the lathe. The 
shank can be turned and approxtmatels 
half or two thirds of the pipe bowl, 
but after chat the rest of the shaping 
of the bowl must be done on the sand- 
wheel as shown in Fig. 3 above 

However, ms usual practice has been 
to shape the stem prior to this final 
shaping operation, not that there is any 
particular advantage to this order, but 
it is a custom [ have gotten into during 
the past several months 

As was described in the July issue, the 
small metal coupling is inserted in the 
hole in the bit and left to protrude long 
enough so that it will make a strong 
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union when inserted in the shank. [here 
must be no play, otherwise the stem will 
not only twist and be loose in the shank, 
but the pipe will fall apart at this joint. 

After the plastic shank has been fitted 
with this metal coupling and dressed 
down flush with the shank as described 
last month, the next step is to shape the 
stem as shown above in Figures 1 and 2 
The plastic used comes in the form of 
round dowels of one half inch diameter 
(It can be obtained in larger sizes for 
“jumbo” style pipes, and can be dressed 
down for pipes requiring a smaller 
diameter of stem.)

Here again a word of caution is 
recommended because careless sanding 
of the bottom of the bow! can ruin it 
and result in all the previous work being 
wasted From now on there are no 
measurements—no rule or figures to

ERE as in shaping the stem the 
greatese danger is cutting away 
too much of the bow! and once gone it 
can nescr be replaced The beginner will 
do well to spend as much time looking 
at his project as working on it All sides 
should be worked evenly, so that the 
pipe takes shape alike on ail sides. Onls 
the worker's eye is used as a guide 
‘The vers roughest sand paper is used 
in this inital shaping and if the worker 
destres. he can cut away some of the 
excess portions of the block with a small 
power saw. When the shape is about 
correct, a finer sandpaper can be used 
for a higher finish (Fig +) and this is 
the end of the power sanding operations 
By this time the pipe is well along 
towards completion. [ have found that 
at best the power sandwheel leaves slight 
imperfections ridges and unevenn 
which must be taken off by hand. This 
is done with the finest of emery paper 
[ use a regular hand block for the pur- 
pose (Fig. 5) and go over the bowl and 
shank for several minutes until the pipe 
is smooth and true to the finest derail 
This can become a long and exacting 
job, depending upon the degree of ac- 
curacy the worker desires in his finished 
pipe. However all this work will not

Pipe Hunting 


Pipes of Pre War Manufacture Are 
Still Available, but it Takes Some 
Diligent Hunting to Discover Them

NOSPELE of the scarcity: of im- 
potted briar pipes and depletion 
of most retailers’ stocks due to the 
war occasional good pipes can be found 
and even some that are collectors’ items, 


For the real pipe lover such a dis- 
covcry is a true find and one well 
worth the hunt [ts «a way to add to 


your collection until pipe stocks are more 
plentiful 

Ciood pipes atte stl scarce but the 
important thing is that thes can be had 
Dont give up hope but remember the 

hunting is best tn out-of-the-way spots, 
where the stove owner can be inveigled 
into recalling where he has hidden awa 
afew British French or other old-world 
pipes or ones made in the good old 
U S$. A. of really old briar. 

‘To prove that even today excellent

HERE are few possesstons that 

provide zreater satisfaction to a 
man than a really good pipe And, unlike 
so many other things a pipe if well 
made and properly cared for will actu- 
ally improve with use 

Before filling your new Sterling Hall, 
we suggest moistening the inside of 
the bowl with water applying it evenls 
with the tip of sour finger. While the 
bow! is still moist, load it with tobacco 
to about three-quarters full. Care must 
he taken not to pack it too tightly, or 
it will not draw freely Avoid too loose 
a pack also or the pipe will smoke hot 

Your tobacco should be neither too 
dry nor too moist. A dry tobacco will 
overheat a pipe, and an over-moist to- 
bacco will make it soggy 

[n smoking, don't draw too hard 
for that will overheat the pipe and bite 
sour tongue 

After a number of smokes a cake 
will form in the bowl. This cake de- 
velops from the bottom up. and as it 
does, the bow! may be filled more gen- 
erously. A cake of about 1/16 of an 
inch is desirable. When ir gets beyond 
this, remove it with a pipe reamer ot 
a dull knife [f the cake becomes too 
thick it is Hable to crack the bowl by 
expanding when heated. 

Keep your pipe clean by running a 
pipe cleaner through the stem  occa- 
sionally A clean dry pipe is the secret 
of a sweet smoke 

When not in use a pipe should he 
placed in an upright positton so that 
it will dry out properly. A rack is best 
for this purpose 

In removing tobacco from the bowl, 
don’t knock it against a hard object— 
experienced smokers tap it against the 
palm of the hand to avoid breaking 
the stem. And if sou wish to remove the 
stem from the shank in cleaning, hold 
the pipe firmly and detach the stem by 
gently twisting it 

If you follow these suggestions we

Thin Coating 
On Metal 


Here is a suggestion tor men who 
smoke metal pipes or pipes having metal 
connections inside 

After some difficulty in thoroughly 
cleaning the inside metal parts, [ tried an 
idea of covering the parts with a very 
thin coating of pure vaseline or petrol- 
eum jelly 

[ found that this thin wax coating 
was easily removed with a rag, and upon 
removing it all the residue, tobacco par- 
ticles and so on, came along with it No 
acids, soap and water, or any other 
cleaner was needed. The thin coating 
of vaseline did a complete job of keep- 
ing the interior metal parts clean, and 
when removed and reapplied. at inter- 
vals, it keeps the metal parts as good 
as new 

I thought this might affect the quality 
of the smoke, but I have used both vase- 
line and petroleum jeily, and neither 
have any effect whatsoever on the taste 
of the tobacco “Lhe coating, | might re-

Still, his speech was a daring under- 
taking, especially in that age, for it 
might have had serious consequences for 
the doctor. But his ability to make the 
King faugh, plus his knowledge of the 
King's fairness were what prompted him 
to present his case on behalf of the to- 
bacco leaves he loved so well 
To think for a moment that the 
King’s decision could be other than 
against tobacco is foolish, for, disliking 
the plant as he did, not even the highly 
optimistic could expect any other verdict 
Dr Chesnell was serious in_ his 
presentation, even though he, too, knew 
the odds were against him. Tobacco lost, 
in the eyes of the King, but its con- 
tinued use by the people was proof it 
had won. Yet whatever the outcome, at 
least tobacco had had its day in court 
with no less than the King of England 
in attendance And although the out- 
come was a foregone conclusion. the 
people received some comfort with the 
mere knowledge thar tobacco had been

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Hand Carved Pipes 


IPE \VIAKING is the hobby of lots 
of pipe enthusiasts, but Ken Snyder 
of Donna, Texas, has a little different 
twist. After the pipe is made. his hobby 
begins, for Snyder delights in carving 
the bow! into various shapes 
Above are four different heads which 
he has worked out and which are of in- 
terest to himself, his friends, and persons 
not only interested in pipes but in wood 
carving as well. 


Snyder has been carving pipes for fif- 
teen or sixteen years When he first 
began, he used just the simple ordinary 
pocket knife. Then one day he thought 
of trying to make a set of carving tools 
from some old Swiss files that he had. 
Knowing that Swiss metal is of good 
quality and would probably make ideal 
knives for this type of work, he proceed- 
ed to shape them the way he wanted 
them to be 

‘This in itself was interesting to do,”’ 
explains Snyder “After the knives and 
chisels were fashioned out of the files, | 
made handles for them out of clamp 
clothes pins These were then fastened 
together by wrapping string around both 
the newly made clothes pin handle and 
the knife. The string was wrapped 
around several times and formed a 
smooth handle which fit nicely in the 
hand while the tool was being used. To 
further complete the handles, I dipped 
them in dope until all of the ridges made 
bs the string were filled in, and the re- 
sult was a handle as smooth and perfect 
as anyone could desire.” 

Snyder says he has carved many pipes 
with these home-made knives, and he 


likes the knives primarily because he hy 
constructed them according to his oy, 
requirements. “Such knives. cannot ke 
purchased, and since [ have made then 
exactly as I want them, they are py 
only easier to use but speed up. the ting 
required to catve a pipe" 

Many of Snyder's masterpieces a» 
now in foreign countries. Whenever ty 
knew of someone from a foreign lang 
visiting in or near his home town Sp 
der would present the person with one 
of his hand carved pipes. “The onh 
payment I ever have asked for the wor 
of carving a pipe,” says Snyder “is that 
when the owner returns to his native 
land he would write me a letter from 
there, wherever it might be 

“The result has been that I have re 
ceived letters from all over the world 
and from people in every walk of lite 
and so far all have remembered to pit 
me in the manner | have requested 

“Afany persons smoke the pipes while 
others prefer to keep them as a shor 
piece. | often receive second letters trom 
the recipients of my pipes stating tha 
they are receiving many hours of plea 
ant smoking from my hand carved pipe 

Snyder doesn’t stop at the caricaturts 
illustrated here “Nor are all of 
heads as sad looking as these,” he sas 
“T have carved many family crests # 
pipes, and also, during the war, insigmt 
of the various branches of the servi 
were quite popular.” :
